VISCOUNT HORNE ON THE GENERALLY 
ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS 


The Eighth Annual General Meeting of the Imperial Smelting 
Corporation, Limited, was held, on 4 November, at the 
Chartered Insurance Institute, 20, Aldermanbury, London, 


The Rt. Hon. Viscount Horne of Slamannan, P.C., G.B.E., 
the Chairman, said :—The net profit tor the year amounted to 
£257,092, compared with £159,836 in the preceding twelve 
months, The full preference dividend has been paid, and we 
recommend that a dividend of 5 per cent. on the ordinary share 
capital should be declared. The accounts as a whole show a 
distinct improvement compared with the previous year, profits 
being substantially better and the balance sheet undoubtedly 
stronger. 


ZINC SMELTING 


The results from zinc smelting were again unsatisfactory. 
We are Customs smelters i.e. we buy in open competition with 
fore.gn smelters our raw materials in the form of zinc concen- 
trates from mines in the United Kingdom, Newfoundland, 
Australia, aud other places, paying for the zinc content according 
to the ruling price of zinc and receiving a charge for conversion 
into metal—known as a returning charge—out of which we have 
to pay for all wages, fuel, and other supplies, transport, dis- 
tribution, etc. In the result we hope to have a surplus which 
will give us some reward on the capital employed. 

These are the reasons why the price of zinc is to us of less 
importance than the cost incurred by us in producing it. When 
you remember that it takes 44 to 5 tons of coal and 4} to 5 man- 
days to produce a ton of zinc by the methods which it is neces- 
sary to employ in this country, you will recognise how high is 
the percentage of labour-cost involved in converting zinc in con- 
centrates into marketable metal. It is because of the greater cost 
of fuel, higher wages, dearer transport, and more burdensome 
taxation in this country that our industry requires some safe- 
ewe from external competition. Except that we use more 

ritish labour and more British coal per unit of production, 
we are in a similar position to that of a host of other British 
industries which are receiving adequate safeguards through the 
tariff. 

As the needs of the zinc smelting industry in this country are 
being investigated at the present time by a Government Com- 
mittee, I forbear to say more. I prefer to leave the question, 
confining myself to an expression of confident hope that the 
Committee will not fail to support what in the last war proved 
to be one of the most important of the key industries of the 
nation. 


THE NATIONAL SMELTING COMPANY, LIMITED 


The National Smelting Company is, as you know, our chief 
subsidiary, the whole of its capital being owned by us. Besides 
its extensive zinc and acid works at Avonmouth and Swansea 
Vale, this company now possesses the whole of the debenture 
and share capital of Improved Metallurgy, Limited, which 
operates vertical-retort and high-grade zinc refluxing units; as 
well as of The Northern Smelting and Chemical Company, 
Limited, with acid and zinc works at Seaton Carew, and of 
The Delaville Spelter Company, Limited, owning residual zinc 
works at Bloxwich. It also owns interests in Aluminium Sul- 
phate, Limited, National Alloys, Limited, Cuprinol, Limited, 
and other less important investments. 

The works of The National Smelting Group are under the able 
direction of Mr. Stanley Robson, the works director, and his 
assistant, Mr. A. Sanders. The year has been one of steady 
metallurgical progress and the furnaces are operating under im- 
tgs working conditions at a high level of efficiency and at a 
evel of output not previously achieved in these works. 

The National Smelting Group continues to expand its produc- 
tion of sulphuric acid. The capacity of our plants is now 
approximately 220,000 tons per annum, which, with our highly 
trained staff in charge of the operations, makes a great addition 
to the defence of the country. 

After dealing at length with other activities of the company 
and its associated companies, the Chairman said the authorised 
capital of National Fertilizers. Limited, is £1 million, of which 
£900,000 has been issued in the form of £500.000 44 per cent. 
redeemable cumulative preference shares and £400,000 ordinary 
shares. Of the ordinary share capital 49 per cent. is owned by 
The National Smelting Company, Limited, and the balance by 
our friends Fison, Packard and Prentice, Limited. The trade 
of Nationa] Fertilizers, Limited, in the last year showed satis- 
factory expansion. The superphosphate sales approximated to 
50.000 tons, while about 17,500 tons of compound fertilisers and 
over 70,000 tons of ground basic slag were dealt with. The 
interests of the company are being steadily extended. 

The company’s Oberphos plant was put into commercial opera- 
tion at Avonmouth on 12 November, when I had the pleasure 
of opening it. The directors of the company are of opinion that 
an improvement in the physical properties of superphosphate has 
long been overdue and that the product of the Oberphos process 
is an important step in this direction and will be welcomed by 
its customers. The company has taken an active part in extend- 
ing the trade in basic slag and it now controls much of the high- 
grade slag which has become available as a result of the recent

QUESTION OF PRICES 


I now turn for a moment to a question which necessa 
agitates many minds—the question of the prices of our products, 
Our shareholders must have observed with anxiety the extr. 
ordinary fluctuations which have taken place in recent month 
with regard to the market quotations for zinc. There is m 
reason in the nature of things why the price of zinc should not 
have stood at a fair and reasonable load over this period. The 
commodity has a steady demand for the work that is going 
forward in the world combined with the armament programmg 
of the various nations, and the stocks of the metal are reasonably 
in amount. Yet when I addressed you a year ago the market 
price of zinc was £16 10s. per ton; in March this year it rose to 
£37 5s., and yesterday it was £16 7s. 6d. 

‘These are disconcerting fluctuations which add seriously to the 
difficulties attending the output of zinc-concentrates by the mine; 
the production of metal by the smelters and the consumption of 
the product by manufacturers. It was clear a year ago that 
considerable adjustment in the price of zinc from the low levels 
of 1931-36 was overdue, but the extent of the rise which took 
place in March last, when the price soared to £37 5s., was clearly 
unjustified. 

ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS 


Of the future I can only say that I believe our prospects to 
be encouraging on the whole. Our operations and the profits 
from them depend on world factors which are beyond our con. 
trol; but, if there be peace between nations and no recurrence of 
any deflationary action either here or in the United States, | 
am confident that there should be no serious recession. If my 
views are correct, I would expect to give you a favourable 
account of the current twelve months’ operations when I meet 
you a year hence. 

Present stocks of most commodities, particularly those in 
which we are interested, cannot be regarded as excessive if 
measured against the recent levels of world trade. Costs of 
production, it must, however, be remembered, have risen 
decisively at a time when commodity prices have sharply re 
acted. This fact is already influencing production because the 
small high-cost producers of non-ferrous metals cannot make 
profits at current levels. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

There were seasonal decreases in the prices of bacon, 
English and Scotch mutton and English and Scotch 
beef, while seasonal increases were recorded for eggs 
(English 44 and Danish 8 per cent.) and pork (6 per 
cent.). Argentine chilled fores were about 4} per cent. 
dearer, while hinds were 34 per cent. cheaper. Wet 
fish, on the average, was nearly 9 per cent. cheaper. 
The index for other food and tobacco (100-7) was the 
highest since April 1932, being nearly 3 per cent. 
higher than that for September. All descriptions of 
butter for which quotations are included were dearer, 
the increases for Australian and New Zealand amount- 
ing to about 14 and 13 per cent., respectively, while 
British blended butter (London market) advanced in 
price by over 9 per cent. There was also a rise in the 
price of margarine, and the price of milk rose substan- 
tially for the second month in succession. Potatoes 
were rather dearer and there was a seasonal rise in the 
price of tomatoes.

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The index 
numbers for coal (130-1) and for iron and steel (140°5) 
were the highest of the present series (i.e. since the 
beginning of 1930), the rise compared with September 
being about 1 per cent. in each case. Nottingham best 
brights and small nuts advanced by 1s. a ton (6 and 
64 per cent., respectively) following a similar rise in 
September, but Durham gas and Fifeshire steam coal 
were rather cheaper. Iron and steel prices were mainly 
unchanged, but there were some increases, Scottish 
pig iron advancing from 113s. to 118s. per ton and 
R.S. joists from £16 10s. to £17 10s. per ton; the 
only decreases were in respect of tinplates, I.C. cokes 
cheapening during the month from 25s. 6d. to 23s. 6d. 
per box and C.W. from 22s. 6d. to 21s. 6d. The index 
for the non-ferrous metals group was lower by about

to £17. There was a practically general fall in the 
price of textiles last month, the decline in the wool 
group being 8 per cent., cotton 34 per cent., and other 
textiles 1} per cent. In the cotton group the decline 
followed falls in the five preceding months, the aggre- 
gate decrease since April amounting to nearly 20 per 
cent. All the descriptions of cotton and wool were 
cheaper than in September. The price of American raw 
cotton was nearly 10 per cent. lower, while the index 
of raw wool prices was down by rather more than 10 per 
cent. The average price of wool noils fell by 4°6d. per 
lb. (about 20 per cent.). Jute prices rose slightly and. 
prices of artificial silk were unchanged. There was 
little change in the index for the chemicals and oils 
group, but lead paint cheapened by £3 per ton (about 
4 per cent.) and soya oil by 14 per cent. Palm kernel 
oil was nearly 5 per cent. dearer and lubricating oil 
advanced during the month by 10s. per ton (4 per 
cent.). In the miscellaneous group all descriptions of 
hides and skins were cheaper, the largest decline being 
in respect of calfskins, which cheapened by 13d. per Ib.

ARGENTINA 
COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS AND ANGLO-ARGENTINE RELATIONS 


One cannot do better, states the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires, in introducing 
his *Report, which is concerned with a study of the 
Argentine economy during 1936 and the trends which 
have manifested themselves in the early part of 1937, 
than quote the conclusion to the survey preceding the 
Report in this series dated March 1935, both in the 
interest of continuity and perspective :— 


‘“* Order having been to a large extent restored at 
home, the Republic’s advance towards recovery 
from the setback to her natural development caused 
by the temporary breakdown of world economy has 
reached a stage where the rate of its continuance 
must depend more and more on conditions else- 
where, and most of all on the return of prosperity in 
her principal markets.”’ 


That prosperity, whatever its duration may prove 
to be, has materialised at long last, and an attempt is 
made by the Commercial Secretary, in his latest 
Report, to deal with its repercussions on the Argentine 
scheme of things; with the characteristics of the local 
recovery, the consolidation of the home front and, at 
the same time, the dangers inherent in the present 
situation, since a plethora of good things is apt to be 
fraught with a series of untoward consequences calcu- 
lated to precipitate a fresh crisis; and, finally, with 
the particular subject of Anglo-Argentine relations. 


The interim report issued in April 1936 stressed the 
good fortune which Argentina experienced in that a 
shortage in other producing countries coincided with 
her own record maize crop and the more than average 
wheat and linseed crops of the 1934-35 season, the 
trading surplus for 1935 showing an increase over that 
of the previous year of 65-9 million pesos (from 328°5 
million to 394-4 million pesos). ‘‘ As the new season 
approached, however, it was the turn of Argentina to 
suffer from Nature’s fickleness, the rainfall from June 
to October 1935 being so inadequate in many parts of 
the country as to make the sowing of wheat and linseed 
impossible.”’ 


Tue 1936 TrapE BALANCE 


In point of fact the wheat, linseed, barley and oats 
crops were all accounted a failure and the year 1936 
consequently opened in an atmosphere of disillusion 
and gloom, with people asking themselves whether the 
gently swelling bubble of prosperity was already on 
the point of bursting. The trade figures for the first 
four months were certainly far from encouraging. 
Shipments of fine cereals and linseed had declined to 
the extent of 1,958,000 tons and 109°3 million pesos, 
the difference being fortunately reduced to 1,246,000 
tons and 87 million pesos by increased shipments of 
maize; a marked improvement in the prices of wheat, 
linseed, wool and hides also prevented the total fall in 
value (10°2 per cent.) from keeping pace with the fall 
in volume (24:4 per cent.). Altogether exports were 
56-0 million pesos lower, whereas the value of imports 
was no more than 515,000 pesos, or 0°1 per cent. below 
the corresponding figure for the previous vear. The 
export surplus was thus reduced from 195°8 million

pesos to 140°3 million pesos. Prices fell in May— 
even those of wool and hides tending to weaken—and 
exports showed an even greater proportionate decline, 


By the end of the first six months the value of 
exports had slumped by as much as 14-9 per cent,, 
while that of imports was now 3:7 per cent. lower, 4 
positive trade balance of 184-4 million pesos comparing 
with 289°8 millions for the first half of 1985. §%o 
alarming did the situation seem at the time that 
serious consideration appears to have been given to 
the possibility of currency depreciation as a means 
(i) of discouraging imports, in view of the fall in the 
favourable trade balance, and (ii) of making larger 
exchange profits, to counteract the added charge which 
would arise on the latter in the event of the Argentine 
Government deciding to grant a subsidy in respect of 
beef exports to the United Kingdom (as came to pass 
in December 1936). The Central Bank did, in fact, 
withdraw their support of the peso in the free market 
for a while, thus occasioning a fall in its foreign 
exchange value from 18:10 pesos to 18°77 pesos to the 
£ between 17 June and 2 July, accompanied by a 
depreciation of the peso in the official market from 
17:02 pesos to 17:08 pesos. 


There is no knowing how far this downward move- 
ment might have been allowed to go had it not been 
for the first authenticated news of a disastrous drought 
in North America, and a rise in world market prices 
which induced the Central Bank in anticipation of 
better times to offer exchange in the free market, thus 
accelerating a reaction which was bound to take place 
of its own accord. The initial jump in local grain 
prices occurred between 8 and 10 July, followed by a 
gradual rise to the maximum levels reached on 
3 August, whereafter a part of the gain was lost, but 
market prices still showed a comfortable margin over 
those guaranteed by the Government and a handsome 
profit to the grower. 

The abnormally wet weather, which retarded the 
maturing, drying and shipment of the maize crop, 
proved a blessing in disguise to those farmers whose 
losses were not too heavy, and—both the Grain Board 
and the exporters, loath to incur the risk of having 
stocks deteriorate on their hands, having bought very 
sparingly—growers for once in a way proved to be the 
main beneficiaries of this miraculous improvement in 
marketing conditions. This has proved an important 
feature in the situation owing to its inevitable reper- 
cussion on purchasing power. The Argentine grail 
export trade as a whole, moreover, which had been 80 
grievously affected both by climatic conditions and by 
unsatisfactory world quotations, ruling well below the 
minimum prices guaranteed by the Government, 
received in this way a quite unexpected impetus which 
very much more than made up for the restricted wheat 
supplies. 


The trading figures for the third quarter of the yeat 
and the prospect of continued high prices for cereals, 
linseed, wool and hides, appeared to warrant the 
assumption that the surplus for the whole year woul 
equal if not surpass the 1935 figure. In_ actual 
practice it rose by fullv 36°6 per cent., reaching the 
impressive figure of 539:0 million pesos, the highest 
recorded since 1919, owing in some measure to 4 
over-all drop in imports of 5 per cent., but principally 
to the marked expansion of the export trade in the last 
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quarter of the year, which, together with the influx of 
capital, was responsible for the hardening of the peso 
in the free market from roughly 17:60 pesos at the 
and of September to 16:09 pesos on 31 December, the 
oficial selling rate being forced down concurrently to 
16 pesos on 10 December. 


Errect oF HicHer Prices on Export TRADE 


Although the improvement both in the volume and 
value of exports towards the end of the year was partly 
attributable to late shipments of maize, held up as 
they had been by adverse weather conditions, the 
gneral increase in the prices of Argentina’s primary 
exports is mainly responsible for the very gratifying 
result of the year’s trading. Wool prices rose appre- 
tiably in October, and, while wheat and linseed quota- 
tis receded slightly after September, the respective 
averages for the year at 10°60 pesos and 14:20 pesos 
per 100 kilos, were 48:9 per cent. and 16:9 per cent. 
higher than in 1935. Maize prices, on the other hand, 
continued to harden owing to the extraordinary demand 
fom the United States, the average for the year 
showing a rise of 16:4 per cent. Exports of livestock 
products as a whole expanded both in quantity and 
value (by 3°4 per cent. and 14°5 per cent., respectively), 
meat continuing to show the largest absolute quantita- 
tive increase (26,192 tons), while wool accounted for 
the large increase in value (36:1 million pesos, or 31°3 
per cent.), followed by hides with 18:1 million pesos, 
op 185 per cent. The revival of exports of dairy 
products, which rose by 54 per cent., is also note- 
worthy. 

The United Kingdom increased its share of Argen- 
tine export trade from 34°3 to 35:1 per cent., while the 
United States took 12:2 per cent., as against 12°1 per 
ent. Belgium and Germany bought less, their respec- 
tive shares in 1936 being 78 and 5°8 per cent., as 
wainst 87 and 69 per cent. Hollands’ purchases 
inreased slightly, but her percentage dropped from 
89 to 8:5 per cent. Brazil and France, on the other 
hand, inereased their purchases appreciably, buying 
104 million and 88 million pesos respectively, as com- 
pared with 76 million and 75 million pesos in 1935, the 
former being mainly interested in Argentine wheat. 
Italy reduced her takings by a third, a development 
which was probably responsible for the renewal of 
negotiations for a commercial agreement with that 
country which was concluded in March 1937. Japan, 
whose share of Argentina’s total exports rose from 1 to 
6 per cent., continued to be actively interested in 
Argentine wool, though not to the same extent as at 
the beginning of the season, when it took 10,000 of the 
89,000 bales shipped during the first three months of 
the wool year (October-December 1936), or double the 
amount purchased by that country during the whole 
of the previous wool year. 


ARREST AND DeEcLINE IN Imports 


As has already been noted, an appreciable reduction 
inthe import trade was an unfortunate concomitant of 
the extraordinarily favourable trade balance for the 
year, representing a natural reflection of the pessimism 
prevalent among importers at the end of 1935 and 
beginning of 1936, due, of course, to the unhopeful 
wnditions obtaining at the time. The decline, amount- 
ing to 66 per cent. for the first three quarters of the 
year, was, however, arrested during the final quarter, 
‘marked revival having occurred in December when 
the value of imports was 9 per cent. higher than the 
corresponding 1935 figure. Whereas imports for the 
whole year actually declined by 5-0 per cent. in value, 
their volume increased to exactly the same extent. 

achinery and vehicles, fuel and lubricants and non- 
ftrous metals continued to be the principal groups of 
ttmmodities to be imported in larger quantities—rayon 
yarn, railway materials, electric motors and tinplate 

ting among the outstanding items. 


The most interesting of the developments that 
curred towards the end of the year was the revival 
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of ‘textile imports, especially woollen piece-goods, 
which resulted in entries for the whole year being 
nearly equal to those of 1935, whereas they showed a 
decrease of 65 per cent. at the end of September. 
Most conspicuous was the virtual withdrawal of Japan 
from the cotton piece-goods market after a short-lived 
burst of activity at the beginning of November. 
Japanese prices at the year-end were 40 to 60 per cent. 
above the levels obtained at the end of 1935—increased 
costs of production, losses incurred on account of late 
deliveries, unremunerative prices and a keen demand 
for Japanese textiles in the United States being among 
the reasons advanced for this unexpected development. 
A reaction also occurred in the stoneware, glass and 
ceramic group in response to increased activity in the 
building trade, including the construction of a large 
number of buildings for factories, warehouses and 
Government departments. 

Imports from the United Kingdom, assessed in 
Argentine Tariff values, were maintained, but their 
relation to the total from all countries dropped from 
21:2 to 20°4 per cent. The United States, on the other 
hand, assisted by increased exchange facilities, im- 
proved their position, their share of the trade increasing 
from 14:4 to 14°6 per cent. and their actual imports by 
5 per cent. While Germany and Belgium held their 
own, accounting for 9°3 and 6:4 per cent. respectively, 
as compared with 9:1 and 674 per cent. in the previous 
year, Italy regained much of the ground lost in 1935 
and in the early months of 1936, supplying goods to 
the value of 61:1 million pesos as against 48°2 million 
pesos, representing 5°2 and 4°3 per cent. respectively 
of the total imports for 1936 and 1935. Rayon yarn, 
however, accounted for the greater part of this Italian 
trade revival, and this is likely to be curtailed in view 
of the erection by Anglo-American interests of a local 
factory which will soon be in a position to meet at least 
50 per cent. of the local demand for this product. 
France and Japan were unable to maintain their posi- 
tion, their respective shares of the import trade falling 
from 4°5 and 4°1 per cent. in 1935 to 4:2 and 3°6 per 
cent. in 19386. Holland, on the other hand, made 
considerable progress in this market subsequent to the 
depreciation of the guilder, the bulk of the expansion 
in imports from that country (from 20 million pesos to 
32:5 millions) having occurred during the final quarter 


of 1936. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN 1937 AND Prospects For 1938 


The revival in Argentina’s exports in the third 
quarter of 1936 gathered unprecedented momentum 
in the first four months of 1937. <A record export 
movement was registered, the total value of the ship- 
ments leaping to 1,074°6 million pesos, or 107°7 per 
cent, more than in the same period of 1936, and only 
35 per cent. less than the aggregate for the whole 
of that year, 

Imports, on the other hand, which had not begun 
to revive until the close of 1936, recovered very slowly 
until April, when they shot up to 131 million pesos, the 
highest level attained in any month since 1930 and 
50 per cent. higher than the figure for April 1936. In 
the first four months of the current year their value 
was 438°5 million pesos, representing an increase of 
16:3 per cent. over the corresponding period of last 
year. All the commodity groups participated in the 
increase, textiles, the largest single item, being the 
most outstanding. Other important commodities 
which benefited were machinery and vehicles, iron 
and steel, glass and earthenware, chemicals and rubber 
and manufactures. The increased arrivals of textiles 
largely reflect the heavy purchases of Japanese cotton 
goods made immediately before the prices were marked 
up to levels which virtually placed them out of the 
market. The improvement of 41:8 per cent. in 
machinery and vehicle imvorts is largelv represented 
by motor vehicles, of which nearly 1,900 (or 1535 per 
cent.) more arrived, and by agricultural machinery, a 
marked revival in tractors and harvester threshers, the 
sales of which have been virtually paralysed for many 
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years, being especially noticeable. The brisk building 
activity is illustrated by an expansion of 31°6 per cent. 
in imports of glass and earthenware products, while the 
increase of 29°9 per cent. in those of iron and steel is 
the outcome of industrial development and of the 
keener demand for wire, corrugated sheets and tools 
from agricultural districts, and for mild steel bars, 
used for reinforcement in the construction of concrete 
buildings and roads. Although the value of the 
beverages imported is comparatively small, the increase 
of 59°4 per cent. in this item in view of its luxury 
nature is indicative of the return of prosperity. 


The favourable balance of trade for the first four 
months reached the huge total of 636 million pesos, 
which not only constitutes a record for the period but 
also surpasses the surplus of any whole year since 1919. 
Imports and exports together amounted to 1,518 
million pesos, as compared with 894-4 million pesos in 
January-April 1936. 


All in all there is every indication that the present 
wave of prosperity will carry Argentina well into 1938 
at the very least; that the demand for imported articles 
during that period will be very keen, one indication 
being the applications received for prior exchange 
permits for United Kingdom goods expected before the 
end of this year, which have gone up by roughly 50 per 
cent. ; that the increase in exports will more than cover 
the rise in imports; and, finally, that foreign capital 
will continue to be attracted to Argentina in the near 
future, thereby adding to the volume of funds which 
already find scant opportunity for employment outside 
Government bonds and assisting the Government in 
the furtherance of their own designs, but accentuating 
the perils of credit inflation and the forces which tend 
towards currency appreciation. 


ANGLO-ARGENTINE Economic RELATIONS 


The Roca-Runciman Convention of May 1933 was 
the logical outcome of the policy of restrictions on 
imports forced on His Majesty’s Government as a 
means of protecting the oldest and most important 
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industry in the kingdom, that of agriculture, and 
the principle of Dominion preference, to which fylj 
recognition had been given in the Ottawa Conference, 
but without for that matter losing sight of the Uniteg 
Kingdom’s natural anxiety to increase its trade with 
foreign countries. The Convention served to guarante 
Argentina an irreducible market for its beef, subject to 
the proviso that Argentine imports might be reduced 
beyond a given point in the same proportion ag 4l] 
others, should this be found necessary in order to 
secure a remunerative level of prices for the United 
Kingdom producer; an open market for its cereals on 
payment of conventionalised import duties, and ap 
entirely free market for a variety of its other exports, 

The United Kingdom, apart from the maintenance 
of existing Tariff exemptions, secured in return reduc. 
tions in the Argentine Tariff on certain articles in which 
it is particularly interested, and a guarantee of 4s 
much official exchange as it created by its vast pur. 
chases of Argentine products, less a given contribution 
to Argentine foreign debt services payable in third 
countries. The exchange provisions of the treaty 
proved particularly valuable and the Board of Trade 
figures of domestic exports to the Argentine showed a 
gratifying increase until 1935. 

The Convention expired on 7 November 1936, but 
was extended by mutual consent to allow of the nego. 
tiation of a new agreement. This was signed in 
London on 1 December 1936 and is to be valid until 
31 December 1939, though denounceable earlier in 
the event of the equilibrium being upset. It incor. 
porates most of the provisions of the 1933 Treaty, the 
only outstanding modifications relating to meat, 
Imports of Argentine meat into the United Kingdom 
are again subject to quantitative restrictions graduated 
over the three years, those of chilled beef to be limited 
to 86°6 per cent. of imports from all foreign countries 
but not to fall below 6,590,000 cwts. in the third year. 
At the same time, a levy of 3d. per Ib. on chilled beef 
and two-thirds of a penny on frozen beef was accepted 
by the Argentine Government, to whom the right of 
controlling its meat exports to the United Kingdom 
was conceded.

IMPORTS OF PROCESSED MILKS 


A Report from the Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee dated 3 June 1936, recommending increas 
duties on processed milks, has just been published by 
H.M. Stationery Office as Cmd. 5591. Since the 
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Report was received H.M. Government, after consulta- 
tion with United Kingdom manufacturing interests, 
have discussed with the representatives of the principal 
foreign supplying countries the question of the imports 
of processed milks into the United Kingdom. As a result 
of these discussions arrangements have been made for 
reducing the exports.to this country to a level that 
should enable United Kingdom manufacturers to secure 
,satisfactory share of the home market. At the same 
time, the foreign exporters and home manufacturers 
sncerned have concluded agreements governing the 
marketing of the chief descriptions of processed milk 
in this country. 


In these circumstances it has been decided not to 
give effect for the present to the Recommendations of 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee, provided that 
the voluntary arrangements for the limitation of 
axports to the United Kingdom and the marketing 
agreements between exporters and manufacturers con- 
tinue to operate satisfactorily.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS, JULY— 


AUGUST 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of July and 
the four weeks ended 7 August 1937 show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on standard gauge railways in Great Britain 
in the month of July 1937 was 125,665,349, an increase 
compared with July 1936 of 7,845,426, or 6-7 per cent. The 
journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 
6,613,829 and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
1,231,597. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £877,927, or 12-1 per 
cent. If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase 
in journeys of 6,855,991, or 8-2 per cent., and an increase 
in receipts of £859,763, or 12-6 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post) were £921,424 more than in July 
1936. 


In the four weeks ended 7 August 1937 the coaching train 
miles showed an increase of 586,468, or 2-2 per cent., com- 
pared with the four weeks ended 8 August 1936. 


Goons TRAFFIO 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 7 August 1937 was 
20,551,148, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1936 of 1,400,707 tons, or 7-3 per cent. *The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,375,144, an increase 
of £81,597, or 1:3 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 307,074 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, 
an increase of 3-1 per cent. The average train load in- 
creased from 1213 to 1231 tons, and the net ton miles per 
engine hour decreased from 453} to 451.

GUATEMALA 
KONOMIC RECOVERY AND IMPORT TRADE 


from 1934 onwards a gradual improvement has taken 
ca in the economic situation, *writes H.M. Vice-Consul 
i; Guatemala City. By 1936 exports had risen to 60 per 
wit. of their 1929 value, the Budget was balanced for the 
gond year in succession, bank deposits were double those 
n 1933, and there was generally a greater feeling of con- 
fence and optimism. The primary cause of this recovery 
ms, of course, the improvement in world trade and in par- 
tialar a rise in the price of coffee. Other causes were 
feedom during this period from political disturbances, and 
ficient administration of the revenue and all branches of 
utional life. 

Judging from such figures as are available it would appear 
ut the improvement was maintained during the first half 
1937. ‘There is indeed no reason, provided that the 
ice of her principal product does not again decline, why 
Guatemala as a whole should not enjoy a reasonable measure 
i prosperity, although a return to the affluence of the 
21-29 period is probably out of the question. From the 
individual point of view the position unfortunately is less 
atisfactory, since an unduly large proportion of agricul- 
urists have mortgaged their properties. Present prices 
my permit interest on the loans to be paid but are quite 
indequate to enable the capital indebtedness to be reduced.

These show clearly the improvement which has taken 
jlae in the last three years and also the very favourable 
lalance of trade which Guatemala enjoyed even during the 
wrst of the depression. There is, however, no approach 
the situation that existed up to 1929, when exports were 
vilued at 25 million quetzales and imports at over 23 million 
quetzales. 


The considerable increase in the weight of exports in 1936 
ms due to one million more quintals of bananas having 
wen shipped than in previous years. Otherwise it will be 
iserved that the weight of exports has remained prac- 
tially constant, while the value is governed almost entirely 
y the price of coffee. Coffee and bananas together 
counted in 1936 for more than 93 per cent. of the value 
fall exports. 


Imports have increased proportionately to exports, par- 
ticularly of articles of a more expensive nature, the importa- 
tion of which during the depression was reduced to a mini- 
tum. The value of motor cars, motor cycles and lorries, for 
astance, imported during 1936 was double that for 1935. 

A further increase in the value of imports in general 
turing 1937 is expected. 

The distribution of Guatemala’s foreign trade has been 
‘siderably changed during the last three years, and the 
tmarkable decrease in exports to Germany and increase in

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imports from that country is unquestionably due to the 
operation of the Compensation Mark System and other 
devices for stimulating German exports; in 1934 the balance 
of trade was 4 million quetzales in favour of Guatemala; 
in 1936 it was 775,000 quetzales in favour of Germany. 
The virtual disappearance of Japanese imports has been 
caused by legislation, initiated in 1935, by which a 100 per 
cent. increase of duty was imposed on goods from countries 
with a favourable balance of trade with Guatemala whose 
imports to Guatemala had risen by 100 per cent. as com- 
pared with the previous year. 


Imports FROM THE UniTED Kinepom 


The position as regards United Kingdom exports to 
Guatemala may be regarded as reasonably satisfactory, 
although it was disappointing that no progress was made in 
1936, a year in which Guatemalan imports as a whole 
increased by about 2 million quetzales. It is, however, 
improbable that Guatemala will ever become even a rela- 
tively good market for United Kingdom manufacturers, 
who are handicapped by distance and high freight rates 
(there is no direct steamship service between the United 
Kingdom and Guatemala) and the fact that so many of the 
country’s chief commercial interests are dominated by 
United States and German capital. Furthermore, it is 
essentially a price market, and it would seem that where 
cheapness is valued more than quality United Kingdom 
products cannot compete. 


It will be seen from figures given in an appendix to H.M. 
Vice-Consul’s Report that cotton textiles constitute some 
40 per cent. of the total Guatemalan imports from the 
United Kingdom, while the next most important are cotton 
yarns, whisky, woollen textiles, flour, sacks, tyres, agricul- 
tural tools, medicines and paints. The bulk of all these 
goods, except whisky, are supplied either by the United 
States or Germany, only the more expensive qualities or 
certain specialities coming from the United Kingdom. 
United Kingdom manufacturers should be able to retain 
this share of the trade, though, for the reasons already 
given, they can for the present hardly hope to be able to 
make any inroads into the trade of their principal com- 
petitors.

PORTUGAL 
ABOLITION OF EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS 


The following translation has been received in the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade of the text of Decree No. 28088 
(published in the Diario do Governo, Series 1, of 18 October) 
whereby the restrictions on foreign exchange transactions 
and the movements of capital are removed :— 


Art. 1.—All restrictions imposed on transactions in foreign 
exchange will cease in Continental Portugal and the adjacent 
islands as from the date of entry into force of the present 
Decree-law, but such transactions will nevertheless continue to 
be exclusively effected by the Caixa Geral de Depésitos, 
Crédito e Previdencia and by duly authorised and guaranteed 
banking establishments. 


Art. 2.—The importation and exportation of capital, in what- 
ever manner effected, are entirely unrestricted, and the estab- 
lishments referred to in Art. 1 may, therefore, independently of 
formalities or permits, supply any person or concern with all 
the foreign exchange required.

Art. 3.—Both the exportation and the importation of foreign 
or national bonds are also entirely unrestricted. 


Art. 4.—Importers who have obtained foreign exc 
against their signature to the undertaking referred to a 
section (b) of Art. 3 of Decree No. 15,316 of 24 March Igy 
are released from the obligation specified in Art. 13 of the gai 
Decree. 


Art. 5.—The right of exporters and re-exporters to dig 
freely and independently of any formalities, of the value i 
escudos or foreign currency of their exports or re-exporte jj 
recognised. 


Art. 6.—The Bank of Portugal will refund the deposits 
cancel the guarantees given in respect of surtaxes establishe 
by Decree No. 8,439 of 21 October 1922, for which the respectiyy 
rate of exchange has not yet been fixed. 


Art. 7.—All proceedings in which judgment has not yet bee 
given which deal with transgressions of the legal disposition 
regulating transactions in foreign exchange, committed up to the 
date of entry into force of this Decree by any person or concer 
other than bankers or banks, shall be shelved and shall not by 
continued. 


Art. 8.—The Custom Houses and Customs posts will cease 4 
demand from importers, exporters and re-exporters, those doc. 
ments the presentation of which was destined to ensure com. 
pliance with the measures restricting the freedom of transaction 
in foreign exchange. 


Art. 9.—The provisions of the present Decree do not affed 
measures of a special nature designed to assure the perfect and 
complete execution of agreements made with other countries for 
the purpose of regulating the settlement of commercial debts, 
and such measures shall remain in force. 


Sole Paragraph.—The Government may re-establish wholly or 
partially the system hitherto in force in respect of countries 
where restrictive measures regarding foreign exchange, injuriow 
to the interests of Portuguese economy, exist or are put into 
force. 


Art. 10.—The Inspectorate of Banking Transactions wil 
prepare a form which must be filled in and sent periodically to 
the said Inspectorate by establishments dealing in —— 
exchange, in order to provide material for the study of t 
Portuguese balance of payments. 


Art. 11.—The Minister of Finance shall decide any doubtful 
points arising from the application of the present Decree-law. 


Art. 12.—This Decree enters into force immediately.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 


The decline in business activity has become more pro- 
nounced in the last few weeks, with most of the leading 
banches of industry and trade sharing in the downward 
novement. Weakness in security markets has continued, 
ind since the latter part of September the general level of 
wmmodity prices has been affected. There can no longer 
be any doubt that the recovery movement has suffered an 
important setback. 


Regarding the causes and probable duration of the reces- 
sion, opinions, as usual, differ. Inasmuch as_ business 
activity and stock prices began to decline at approximately 
the same time, it is difficult to hold that either of these 
movements precipitated the other, although, of course, once 
they were under way, it may well be true that each has 
tended to aggravate the other. Conditions both at home and 
abroad have been cited as possible explanations for the 
impairment of confidence that has unquestionably taken 
place. Underlying the international tension over the con- 
ficts in Spain and China are numerous unfavourable 
fuetors, including enormous armament expenditures, un- 
balanced budgets, burdensome public debts, trade and 
«xchange restrictions, and internal political dissensions. 


The domestic conditions that have been most frequently 
mentioned as possible reasons for the recession are of two 
kinds. One is the record of business over the last few years, 
vhich shows a rather steady and rapid advance and sug- 
gests to some observers that the current decline is merely 
’ secondary reaction in a longer-term upward movement. 
The other is the network of regulations, restrictions, and 
tther influences of a political nature with which business 
has been surrounded since the recovery began. 


CoMPARISON Wi1TH 1929 anp 1921 


In so far as the first of these explanations is true, it may 
tasonably be regarded as providing ground for an opti- 
ustic view of the situation. If the decline is due to 
tonomic forces of a ‘‘ cyclical ’’ nature, it can be said that 
the prolonged period of financial and industrial over- 
‘*xpansion that has almost invariably preceded major depres- 
fons in the past has not developed in the present instance. 

re has been neither a great era of security speculation, 
“there was prior to the collapse of 1929, nor an inflation 
‘f commodity prices with excessive inventory accumulation 
ind over-developed production facilities, as there was before 
the slump of 1921. In some respects the country has hardly 
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emerged from the last depression. This is notably true of 
the capital market and of the construction industry, both 
of which normally show high levels of activity for a long 
period before the advent of a major depression in business.— 
Guaranty Survey (Guaranty Trust Company of New York).

As the result of an arrangement between the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and Austria it has been 
decided that notices, placards and leaflets which recommend 
visits to tourist resorts and bathing centres in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, or are 
intended in any way to promote travel in the United King- 
dom, shall be admitted free of duty into Austria, without 
regard to the extent of advertising matter included.

REDUCTION OF LICENCE FEE ON BUTTER 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of 7 November publishes a Decree, 
dated 5 November in force as from 7 November 1937, which 
reduces the import licence fee en butter from 6-50 to 5-50 
francs per kilog.

DUTIES ON CLOTHING AND LINEN MODIFIED 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in

IRAN 


SUPPRESSION OF FOREIGN LANGUAGES IN 
OFFICIAL PUBLICATIONS, MARKS AND 
PRODUCTS 


H.M. Representative in Tehran has forwarded a transla- 
tion of Regulations recently issued by the Iranian Govern- 
ment requiring, inter alia, that all business accounts and 
correspondence shall be kept in Iranian script. Books, 
forms and printed letters which are now in use in foreign 
characters and language must be converted into the Iranian 
character as soon as possible and in any case not later 
than 21 March 1938. 

The use of foreign script and languages is authorised in 
certain cases, including :— 

(a) Correspondence relating to matters in which one 
party resides abroad. 

(b) Doctors’ prescriptions. 

(c) Scientific expressions. 

(d) Declarations, etc., in connection with navigation 
by sea or air, departure and arrival of foreign 
nationals. 

There are also restrictions on the use of foreign languages 
in trade marks, titles of companies, shops and institutions, 
etc.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it ; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When, the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to the Commercial Diplomatic or 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicants 
behalf. a 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— os a 

(1) The countries concerning which information ¥ 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and ; 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
